SUDAN  GRASS 


A New  Forage  and  Hay  Crop — A Valuable  One-Season  Crop 

This  grass  was  introduced  in  the  States  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  has 
proved  a great  success,  especially  for  dry-land  conditions,  and  from  many  reports  and 
observations  and  samples  of  the  grass  shown  it  appears  to  do  equally  well  in  all  parts  of 
the  Willamette  Valley. 

Sudan  Grass  is  strictly  an  annual  and  dies  each  year  like  Millet  and  must  be  seeded 
again  each  spring.  This  makes  it  fit  admirably  into  any  system  of  rotation,  afford  a change 
in  crop  and  this  is  a good  thing  for  the  soil.

Hints  on  Planting  and  Care  of  Everbearing 
Strawberries 

There  is  no  mystery  about  these  new  ever- 
bearing  plants  and  it  is  just  as  natural  for 
them  to  grow  and  fruit  all  summer  and  fall 
as  it  is  for  the  common  varieties  not  to  do 
so.  The  plants  are  set  and  cared  for  the 
same  as  the  ordinary  spring  varieties,  ex- 
cept that  you  can  start  picking  berries  very 
soon  after  plasts  are  set,  instead  of  waiting 
until  the  next  year.  They  are  successfully 
grown  by  the  HILL  SYSTEM  or  in  MATTED 
ROW.  For  the  largest  yield  of  big  berries 
we  like  the  Hill  system  the  better  and 
especially  so  where  grounds  are  limited  in 
size.  For  instance,  a rod  square  bed  with 
plants  set  18  inches  apart  in  row  and  with 
rows  20  inches  apart  will  take  just  110 
plants.  Pick  off  all  blossom  stems  as  they 
appear  for  the  first  four  weeks  and  also  cut 
off  all  runner  leads  as  they  appear.  This 
causes  the  mother  plant  to  throw  up  new 
crowns,  which  means  more  fruit  stems  and 
more  and  more  berries.  Let  the  runners 
grow  around  the  outside  of  the  bed  for  new 
runner  plants,  which  should  be  dug  and 
used  to  fill  vacancies  or  weak  plants  and  to 
set  out  new  beds.  A good  way  is  to  set  a 
new  bed  every  year  and  then  let  the  old 
bed  bear  as  long  as  it  is  profitable,  which 
will  be  from  two  to  six  years,  depending 
on  the  variety  and  other  conditions.  By  set- 
ting a new  bed  each  spring,  you  are  sure  of 
having  an  abundance  of  fine,  big  berries. 

In  order  to  get  a continuous  and  large  crop 
of  large  berries  all  summer  long  and  a big 
crop  in  the  fall,  everbearing  plants  need 
water  and  plenty  of  it.  A thorough  sprink- 
ling or  irrigation  once  a week  is  better  than 
a light  watering  every  day. 

A mulch  of  clean  straw,  grass  or  hay  be- 
tween the  rows  or  around  the  plants  during 
the  fruiting  season  will  keep  the  berries 
clean  and  free  of  dirt  and  help  greatly  to 
preserve  the  moisture  in  the  ground.  Don’t 
forget  this.
